Dear  Mr,  Sharp, 

iAaybe  that  after  writing  me  your  kind  letter  of  June  10, 
you  finished  reading  my  book  "The  Llan-rAade  Hell,  a  Search  for  Rescue" 
despite  your  heavy  and  multiform  burden. 

As  you  clearly  realized,  my  goal  was  transferring  the  theoretical 
reecua  work  into  reality  or  contributing  to  the  greatest  achievement 
possible  today,  which  would  be  averting  our  extinction. 

The  25th  anniversary  of  the  UHO  is  indubitably  a  unique  opportunity 
for  you,  one  of  the  few  statesmen  who  place  Survival  above  everything. 
By  virtue  of  this  principle,  you  undoubtedly  agree  with  my  call  for  the 
Peace  Conference  Without  war  (pp  275-384)  which  of  course  means  approval 
of  the  very  idea,  not  acceptance  of  the  suggested  details. 

Thus  you  certainly  agree  with  my  belief  that  there  is  no  conceivable 
action  by  which  the  UNO  could  better  confirm  its  own  raison  d'etre  than 
by  its  decision  to  convoke  this  Conference,  with  the  explicit  under- 
standing that  the  details  presented  in  the  above  mentioned  chapter  would 
be  considered  non-binding. 

By  her  international  position,  Canada  would  be  highly  authorized 
to  call  for  the  convocation  of  this  unprecedented  Conference.  Using 
your  powers  for  the  greatest  initiative  would  be  an  historical  action 
of  yourself,  an  unforgettable  high  light  in  your  career.  You  perhaps 
feel  intuitively  that  despite,  or  precisely  because  of,  the  newest- 
humiliation  of  the  civilized  world,  there  will  be  a  psychological 
disposition  most  favorable  to  so  monumental  a  resolution,  a  tendency 
to  triumph  over  the  negative  forces  by  a  mighty  action  for  peace. 

But  if  God  forbid  you  should  not  be  in  a  position  to  use  this 
non-recurring  opportunity,  I  would  ask  for  your  support  to  a  narder 
and  slower  action.  As  Ihhad  the  honor  of  informing  you,  I  try  to  win 
parties  and  diiferent  organizations  for  an  appeal  to  the  UMO,  viz,  not 
only  moderate  and  peaceable  groups,  but  also  those  whose  existence  I 
find  deplorable  though  not  disregardable.  In  case  you  could  not,  by 
any  reason,  do  the  asked  grater  favor  to  the  cause  of  Survival,

allow  me  to  submit  to  you  a  minor  request,  that  of  obtaining  the 

two  or  three  most  important  signatures  of  the  Liberal  Party  of  Canada 

on  the  enclosed  appeal  to  the  UNO. 

I  would  not  underestimate  the  possible  result  of  this  latter  favor 
too.  Jess  directly,  it  couM  also  help  saving  mankind  from  sinking 
into  the  abyss  of  irreparable  mutual  destruction. 

lou  certainly  will  forgive  me  this  new  approach  when  considering 
the  unselfish  purpose  of  my  efforts. 

Let  me  assure  you,  Mr*  Sharp,  of  my  most  sincere  feelings

You  are  certainly  not  aware  of  the  circumstance  that  the 
programme  of  the  Stockholm  conference  is  a  copy  of  the  ideas  of 
my  bock  "The  Man-Made  Hell,  a  Search  for  Rescue". 

Since  I  did  this  effort  selflessly,  I  would  not  claim  anything 
for  myself  and  just  hopefully  expect  some  progress  towards  saving  Life 
from  the  multiform  disaster.  I  would  even  not  be  interested  in  any 
participation  or  intervention. 

I  am  only  afraid  that  this  copy-action  will  be  too  bad,  too 
unrealistic  and  too  handicapped  by  both  personal  and  group  interests 
and  ambitions. 

I  am  therefore  under  an  imperative  obligation  to  ask  for  legitime 
participation  as  a  member  of  the  delegation  of  Canada  whose  citizen 
I  am,  i.e.  the  right  of  voicing  the  results  of  my  long  and  exclusive 
studies  of  the  global  condition  and  the  ways  to  rescue.  If  I  should 
be  denied  this  right,  I  w^ould  accept  the  role  of  an  observer, 
if  necessary  on  my  own  cost.
